The present invention provides a new method of conversion-to-array for creating 
array configuration data, in which the repetition pitch in case of the maximum number of 
repetitions may be selected from a plurality of predetermined candidates of the 
repetition pitch such that the repetition pitch may be optimized and, consisquently, the 
data may be compressed efficiently compared with the conventional method 
(specification, page 3, lines 1-7), 

In particular, the prior art, taken either singly or in combination, does not teach: 

- selecting a predetermined number of patterns near a master pattern,... and said 
master (see independent claim 1 ); 

- selecting the maximum number of repetitions from a plurality of predetermined 
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candidates of the repetition pitch (see independent claim 2).
